VOLCANIC ASH 
CLOUDS OBSCURE 
SUN IN ARGENTINA 


Debris From Erupting Peaks in 
Andes Carried by Strong 
Wind as Far as Atlantic. 


By the Associated Press. 
BUENOS AIRES, Dec. 19.—Vast 


clouds of volcanic ashes from the 
erupting peaks in the Andes are 


sweeping across Argentina, obscur- 
ing the sun fin many parts. Carried 
by a southwest wind from a point 
in the Andes range at about latitude 
41, where the eruptions are supposed 
to be occurring, ashes are reported 
to have fallen at places nearly 10 
degrees of latitude farther north, 
and from the Andes to the Atlantic 
Ocean. 

The first ash clouds reached the 
city of La Plata, 35 miles southeast 
of this city, at 5 o’clock yesterday 
afternoon. Weather Bureau observ- 
ers also reported a slight film 
dust over Buenos Aires, although 
it was not noticed by the inhab- 
itants. Volcanic dust becomes finer 
as the distance from its origin in- 
creases. 

In the town of Lincoln, 200 miles 
west of here, fine ashes fell yester- 
day afternoon; the sun was obscured 
by clouds resembling a fog and ob- 
jects 700 feet away were invisible.

Division With Owncrs of Abut- 
ting Property Has Been Held 
to Be More Equitable. 

C ITY COUNSELOR |. CAUL- 


FIELD was asked by a 

Post-Dispatch reporter, in 
view of the interview of Martin 
Shaughnessy, whether there was 
a law requiring that the cost of 
street widenings should be paid 
by special tax bills against abut- 
ting property. 

He said there was no law, and 
that commissions appointed by 
the Circuit Court to assess bene- 
fits and damages after the city 
filed the condemnation suits 
could assess the entire cost 
against the city. 

He caid that in the past com- 
missions had generally held the 
division of the cost between the’ 
city and the abutting_ property 
was the more equitable ‘method. 
He said, however, that any prop- 
erty owner who felt he had been 
unjustiv treated could file excep- 
tions to the report of the com- 
mis‘ion, and his complaint would 
be-heard and passed upon by the 
court.
